Although the rain in the morning 
interfered with a large attendance, 
still during the afternoon ihen; were 
many persons on th<! grounds, while 
the commodious dancing pavilion was 
completely filled, and Ket after K(!t of 
merry coujiles "tri|)ped the light 
fantastic toe " to their hearts' <!on 
tent. Towards evening, tbe crowd 
was augmented by fresh arrivals, who 
entered into tbe sport with whim, and 
continued tbe f.-stivitics until late in 
the night. 

It is cMtimated there were over two 
hundred hearing persons in the grove 
during the day, while there were 
about fifly deaf-mutes im'senl, by 
actiisl count. The nutnber of deaf- 
mntes in attendunce was smaller than 
that of last year, owing, probably, to 
the rain in the morning, which kept 
many at home, who would otherwise 
have been present. As regards hear- 
ing persons, however, the number w.as 
double that of last year, and included 
a large numb<-r of persons whose prcs- 
enrio gives to shell occasions an air of 
refinement. Indeed, it \* noticealile 
that the entertainments of the Associa- 
tion draws together only the better 
classes of society, and that their 
manageftient is always highly com- 
mended. 

This is a source of much pride to 
the Association, ai«l stimulates effort 
to reach a higher place of excellence. 
The picnic w.is a very pleasant 
affair, and withal highly successful. 
The total receipts aggregate nearly 
i|51 20, while the expenses were about 
$50, leaving *70 as the net sinn pour- 
ed into the treasury of tho Associa- 
tion. This amount, together with 
tbat on band, will enable the Society 
to furnish their new room in a neat 
and substantial manner. They are to 
be congratulated upon their success, 
and have tbe best wishes of their 
friends for continued prosperity.

A 
tower of modern stylo has been built, 
and it gives the building tjuite a 
handsome appearance. The interior, 
though small, is (|uito ancient look- 
ing. The walls and sides arc orna- 
mented by carvings and wood-work of 
handsome design. Gen. Oeorgo Wash- 
ington was a vestryman of this 
church many years, and his family 
pew is as it was when ho was 
alive. This .seems to bo (|uito a 
curiosity to visitors, who like to sit 
down in the scat wiioro the Father of 
their Country sat almost a century 
before and worshipped. Another j>ew, 
double the size of the others, 
marked by a plate upon the door 
bearing the tuime, " The seat of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee, the commander of the 
(/'onfederate Army," and in which he 
sat when called to take command of 
the forces of the Confederacy, is also 
there. On both sides of the walls, near 
the altar, are marble memorials, bear- 
ing the naities of these two men. 

The grounds are very neat, hand- 
some looking, and contain many old 
tombstones with quaint inscriptions. 
There is also a mound containing the 
remains of a good many Confetlerate 
.soil! iera who dit^l in the Federal IIos- 
pitiil, near the city, during the late 
War of the Uebellion. 

" A relic of tlie jiOHt, 

We love it for ita itf[e : 
Tlnm may It ever laiil 
To uraoo our liiatory'i page." 

They also went through the Brad- 
dock Mansion, which is now iiiddon 
by a large hotel by that name. It is 
here where (Jen. Braddock made his 
lieaibpiarters, and where Washington 
re(M'ived tlm (!om mission of aid to tiie 
famous British (>eneral before his ill- 
fated exnedition to Fort Du Qunse. 
The building is still in pretty good 



order, though it is unoccupied. The 
interior is decorated in ancient style, 
with carved wood-work on the walls, 
etc. From the upper porch, a very 
(ino view can bo obtitined. 

Among the other places of interest 
they passed, were the Marshall House* 
where Col. E. E. Ellsworth, Com- 
mander of the New York Fire 
Zouaves, which were sent in defence 
of the Cajiital against the ('onfederate 
Army in 18G1, was killed after taking 
down a Confederate 41ag, which was 
flying from the housetop. 

The Washington Lancastarian 
School and the National Military 
Cemetery, were tilso visited.

T^lie big post-office, 
its mammoth fleet of ocean-steamers 
and its forts, its lovely river — the 
Hudson — its immense ilry-goods en- 
teprises, and, last but not least, tho 
largest and best institutions for the 
instruction of the denf nnd diiiiib in 
the world.

— Prof. Alexander Graham- Bell has 
not forgotten his old friends, the deaf- 
mutes. He devotes all his siiare time 
to planning for the amelioration of 
their condition. He is now preparing 
to demonstrate in the local public 
schools the advantages of his system 
of deaf-mute education by constant 
intercourse with those who can speak 
and hear. " The practice of con- 
gregating large numbers of deaf-mutes 
together," said Prof. Bell, speaking 
of the subject recently, "is, I hold, 
entirely wrong. The true object of 
the education of deaf-mutes is to 
enable them to engage in the pur- 
suits in which other people engage — 
to mingle with the rest of the world 
in its business and its plcagures, as do 
those who enjoy speech and hearing. 
The system of congregating large 
numbers of deaf-muttts into social 
communities, so that they only asso- 
ciate with etich other and arc disas- 
sociated from humanity at large, is, 1 
think, a great mistake. They learn a 
language only understood by them- 
selves and others similarly situatxjd, 
and, instead of being fitted for going 
out among the j>eople around them, 
they form associations with .deaf- 
mutes. It is rjuito natural. If you 
were in Russia only able to com- 
municate with the people of the 
country by extraordinary efforts, and 
should meet an American, how gladly 
would you seize the opportunity to 
converse with him. If you found 
several such, how likely you would be 
to spend most of your time with 
them, and how soon an ' American 
ouarter ' would be formed. This 
done, how much the probability of 
your learning the Russian language 
would be lessoned, and with it the 
likelihood of your succeeding in the 
business or social world of that 
particular country. It is so with the 
deaf-mutes. By teaching them the 
sign-language and the manual alpha- 
bet, their ability to readily com- 
municate with each other is, of 
course, greatly increased ; but their

with the rest of the world is cor- 
respondingly decreased. Well, 1 hold 
that the highest art in the instruction 
of the deaf-mute is to teach him to 
speak and read the words of others 
from the motion of their lips." 

" Can this be done in most cases ?" 
" Yes. It is no longer an experi- 
ment, bat an established fact. In 
one school in lioston all the students 
speak, and nearly all understand the 
conversation of others from their lips. 
They go about the affairs of life just 
as other [Ksoplc do. 'J'lic ladies, for 
example, go sliop{)mg, and they can 
probably ask as many questions in 
selecting a piece of ribbon or a new 
dress as hidies who can speak and 
hear, as they have always done. 
They converse with case and grace. 
You would jwrhaps observe a slight 
peculiarity of accent. You might 
take them for foreigners, but you 
would not imagine that they were not 
hearing a word you were saying I 
don't mean to say that every student 
atUiins such success, but many of 
them do. And all of them acrpiire 
the ability to understand the con- 
versation of their friends. Under 
this system they are no longer rleaf- 
mutes. They are simi)ly dear. Every 
one of them nas the organ of speech, 
and it is only a question of teaching 
them to use them. 'J'hc Boston 
school, however, is, I believe, open to 
my general objections — the students 
are all deaf-mutes. The best system 
is that under which the deaf-mutes 
are taught in the sime schools as 
those who are not deaf-mutes. Of 
course, there must Ix) a separate 
room in which the use of the vocal 
organs and the interpretaion of the 
lips are taught. But I would put 
them in the classes with hearing and 
speaking pupils in every case where 
tnere was the probability of any 
advantage, either from the lessons 
themselves or from the association, or 
from both. Tliia would aid the deaf- 
mutes to speak and to rejul the lips, 
and would prevent them from forming 
the habit, now so common among 
deaf-raut'!H, of aiwociating only with 
men and women like themselves.

" Have you rna<!e any cxjxirimcnt 
in this direction ?^ Prof. Bell was 
asked. 

" Yes,'' lie replied, " I have, and 
I am about lo make some more. I 
am arranging to teach a few pupils tlie 
use of the organs of speech, and at 
the same time to send tliem to the 
Franklin public school here. I persu- 
ed this course with one pupil hero 
recently with most gratifying results. 
I also ma^le a similar experiment 
abroad n<ft long since 
success.

school for hoariiig and speaking 
children at the s.iTne time. That was 
four or five years ago. It was not, 
'.intil recently that I had an oppor- 
tunity to learn tiie resiill. During my 
visit to the j)liwe, as I approached the 
school I met a deaf und dnnili girl 
arm in arm wi*h a hearing and speak- 
ing girl. ''hey were chatting 
merrily about ; ; r-r^y they hii<l attend- 
ed the night before, and no one but a 
very close and experienced observer 
would have known that one of the 
two had never heard a word spoken 
in all her life. The authorities told 
me that the system was very siic- 
cossful."

Complying with the wishes of 
several snbHcribcrs, 1 send herewith 
a short account of our journey to this 
greatest of great cities — the metropolis 
of the world. 

On the morning of July 7tli, Dr. 1. 
L. Peet, and wife. Prof, (iilbcrt C. W. 
(Jamago and your humble servant, re- 
ceived the good-wishes and Ood- 
speeds of minieious friends, as the 
steamship Nevada started on its 120th 
voyage across the ocean. 

The trip across the Ai.hiiitic was 
almo.st devoid of incirlcnt, and was 
gloomy in the extreme. For six days 
we did not sec the sun, and when 
the mist and fog were ii'ot present, 
raindrop.^ lent their dampening in- 
fluence. 1 HU|)poHO many of the 
Jouii.NAl. readers know what it is 
t<:i bo sea sick, so 1 shall not dilate 
upon the visible Hymiiioms, but only 
remark that about twenty-five 'of the 
catiin fiiissengcis made iho acquain- 
tance of this dreadful tyrant of the 
sea. It was rather comical to see a 
tourist jump from his chair, lean over 
the railing and become deeply aliporl)- 
cd in contetnjilatioii of tiio foamy, 
deep blue sea. Fortunately for our 
little party, what seemed to spoil the 
iipiietites of some only added zest 
und relish to ours. Professor (Jam- 
age, who may be aptly tc^rmed the 
'•Ancient Mariner'' of dcaf-mntris, 
looked like Napoleon in his favorite 
jiictuie of that great General on 
the Island of St. Helena, as with 
folded arms and glittering eye he 
trod the up[)er deck, regardless of the 
tossing and rolling of the ship, which 
caused others to grasp the railings as 
they wont along. 

On the fourth day out, when pass- 
ing through tiic Great Bank of New- 
foundland the waves were very high, 
and every f(!vv minutes great seiiH 
would wash over the deck at the 
bow. 

We came in right of " Unhappy 
Ireland" on the evening of the Oih 
day, and from that time we hugged 
the coast of Ireland and Wales alter- 
nately until Liverpool was reached. 

The pa^uftge. from Qiieenstown to 
Liverpool was very interesting, in the 
route is dotted with light-houses and 
buoys, and the scenes on the coast aic! 
very grand. We saw the great Snow- 
don quarries from whence is quarried 
the slate for all the world. The large 
slates used in the school- rooms of the 
New York Institution came from this 
famous ((iiari^y. 

Our stay in Liverpool was very 
short — about sixteen hours — but dur- 
ing that time Prof. Gamago lOid I 
visited places of interest, including 
St. George's- Hall, Wellington's 
Monument, etc. I also seen red my 
ticket for return passage on the cele- 
brated Alaska — the fastest steamship 
that sails the briny-deep, and which 
leaves Liverpool on August lUl 
Dr. and Mrs. i'eet and Prof. Gamage 
will sail in the Abyssinia, on Scptcn 
ber Ist. 

I'rof. Gamage and I came to I>on- 
don a few hours in udvaiiee of Dr 
and Mrs. Peet. The railways dif- 
fer from those in America. Lacli 
train has cars for first, second and 
third class pasiicngors, tlie prices of 
tickets being lower according to the 
car one travels in. The cars are 
divided into compartments, and in 
the first-class comjiartments the ac 
oommodation is, tons*! Prof. Gamage's 
phrase, "luxurious." The doorsof each 
comnHrtmcnt are at the sides, and 
are locked on the oiit^side, so that no 
one can get out without calling the 
"guard," who is equivalent to a con- 
ductor on an American railroad. The 
guards arc very deferential and jiolitc, 
no doubt animated by expected 
" tips." I may here remark that al- 
most every waiter, porter, crossing- 
sweej) and beggar, intrude their help 



and touch tlieir hats, confidently ex 
peeting to receive a jieiiny or a six- 
pence lor the g<;rvice rendered or the 
homage paid. Hero in Ixindon, if 
one goes into a by-street, he is almost 
sure to be surrounded by a lot of 
gamins who will run on ahead turn- 
ing cartwheels, then come back, 
touch the place where their hat r)iight 
to bo and nold out a dirty hand for a 
penny. 

Our party, on reaching fjondon, 
[)iit up at the iiaiighum Hotel, un- 
doubtedly one of the best hotels in 
the city, and which is largely patro- 
nized by Americans. It is situated 
on Portland I'lace, one block cast of 
Cavendish Square, and directly in 
front of Itcgerit's i'ark, the " broad 
walk " of which can be viewed from 
the windows of the hotel. , 

I shall not atlctnpt to dcs(;rihe the 
city of London. It would require a 
keener b.ain and more forcible ])cn 
than mine to micomplish such a 
mighty task. I will, however, give a 
few facts in regard to it. Hitherto, 
I have held the opinion thatlhisgre.it 
city was closely built only in certain 
parts, but I can now state from ob- 
servation and other information that 
it covers an extent of lenilory e(|iiul 



to ten miles long and six miles wide, 
which is one solid mass of houses. 
Th(^ city population is estimated at 
four niillioiiH, who arc sheltered in 
half a inillicHi houses. The gnuitor 
nunilicr of houses are built of brick, of 
an iiiicoihain color, and are almost ut- 
terly liercft of outside ornanientai,ioii, 
but on mII sirles arc; to be found great 
and gniiid buildings and [lahices. 
The streets are very complicated, ai'.d 
form tiiugled labyrinths from wiiich a 
stranger could never extriwite him- 
self were it not for tlio obliging 
"cop" or the still more obliging and 
ubifpiitous "cubby," who will drive 
you for an insignificant sum to any 
place you wish to go. Hcsides this 
easy and cheap mode of tniimil, there 
are busses inniimerablo, which go in 
nil directions, and iindorneath are the 
numerous and diversified roadways of 
the underground railroiul. 

Since our arrival, Prof. (Jumage 
and T have visited many places of 
great local and historic interest. 

The first place visited was the 
American. Exchange, situated on the 
Strand, at which place we registered 
our names. Afterwards we went to 
the National Gallery of Fine Arts, 
on Trafalgar Square, where we met 
Mrs. Peet, who had just finished 11 
tour of the building. In frontofthis 
building is the great monument ere(!t- 
od to Admiral Nelson, the hero of the 
great Sea Battle of Trafalgar. This 
occupied nearly all of the first day, 
since which time we have seen and 
admired and wondered "at: — 

The Palace of We8tmini,ster, other- 
wise known as the Hou.so of Parlia- 
ment, the interior of which is so beau- 
tiful and costly as to dwarf into in- 
significaiioe the grandeur of the Al- 
bany State House, or the (!a))it,ol at 
Washington. 

Westminister Abl)ey, wliereiii are 
laid the bones of tiio illustrious and 
great of several ccntliiricH, and in 
whose solemn precincts are sculjitur- 
cd statues and memorials by the hun- 
dred, which tell Iho life-story of the 
great men who lie beneath. The mas- 
sive pillars are criiiiibling hero and 
there, and suggest that in time all 
that is great and grand ni list siiccii nib 
to the inroads of time. In the " Poet's 
Corner" of the Abbey, on the Siiake- 
8])ear memorial statue is inscribed the 
great jioet's words in his play of The 
Tempest : 

"'V\iii clotid oapp'd towntn, tljo KorKooUH paliicoH, 
Tilt, HnltMilM t«;ln|>l«K, tho great glrilfn JtMolf 

Vtta, all wliicli it iiilioiit, Hhall dtHKolvc, 
I^saviiig not a rack boliiiid." 

The T'owcr of London occupied 
half a day. In it are the Crown and 
State Jewels of Queen Victoria, a 
priceless collection of glittering gems 
and burnished gold. Wo saw the 
great Kohinoor diamond, which is 
said to bo the largest in Iho world, the 
gold maces used by stale digiiitarit^s, 
royal sceptres, etc., while iKihind, a 
great "boef-eater" with Inilmet and 
plume and drawn sword, stood ready 
to cut us down should wc attempt to 
carry anything to America as a iiie- 
niento of our visit. From the .lowel 
Room, we went up and around dark 
stairs and i)assjiges to the arnrrtry, 
whore iirms of all descriptions, shields 
and armor and instruments of torture, 
were ranged with cold and cruel 
nicety, Jp. this room is the block on 
which many an unfortuiiat,o noblo- 
niaii jiarted with his head, and beside 
it stands the axe polished and cloan as 
though it had never tasted human 
gore. In the yard wo saw the spot 
where the beautiful Anno IJoloyn 
perished, and in the tower, a few yards 
distant, the recess beneath the stairs 
were died and rotted tho two young 
pfiiKiOH. Students of English History 
will know more of the horrors and 
cruelties which this dark and iinprog- 
nable tower has witnessed. In the 
courts and yanis, soldiers with guns 
and bayonets, fixed at all times, march 
to and fro. 

A lonely five-pound note that mono- 
polized my pocket-book was changed 
in the Uaiik of Miigjand — tho money 
mart of the world. This bank is al- 
most as strong as a fortress. It occu- 
pies about nine acres of ground, and 
employs nearly one thousand clerks. 
My change was handed to mo in a 
shovel, something like that used by 
grocers in ladling sugar. 

.St. Paul's Cathedral no.xt claimed 
out notice. It is beyond doubt the 
noblest building in Great Hritain. 
We cliinbo<l up to the hall which sur- 
mounts the dome, a height of about 
four hundred feet, saw the Great Paul, 
tho cracked and monstrous bell, 
which is rc|)uted to bo one of tho 
largest in the world, then descended 
to tho crypt and viewed the sarco- 
phagi of Nelson and Wellington, the 
greatest Admiral and (Jonoral, respec- 
tively. Jn tho crypt, is the funeral 
car in which were borne the rotnains 
of the " Iron Duke." 

I will not weary the Jouiinai. 
readers longer by recounting our visit 
to tho Fisheries Exhibition at Ken- 
sington GardoiiH, tho I^Jyal Aquarium, 
Miickinghatn Palace, thoTtianios Kni- 
bankment, Greenwich (the place where 
is situated tho greatest observatory 
of the world), tlie CusUtm Mouse, 
Uoyal Fxchango, Royal AHieit Mall 
of Arts and Sciences, the British 
.Museum, London Bridge, Cleopatra's 
Neeulo on tho Thames Embaiikmoiit, 
HIackfriars and Waterloo Bridges, the 
Holborn Viaduct, the (ireat Fire 
Memorial Tower, etc., etc., etc., but 
will lot thoni judge from the forego- 
ing whether our visit has not, thus 
far, b(!en replete with int,erost and 
instnictioii. 

I almost forgot to itieiition that Dr. 
Peet and Prof. Oiimage and I were in 
attendance at the services for the deaf 
and dumb on Sunday last, conducted 
by Rev. Mr. Rhind and Ifev. Mr. 
StJiiner, the latter being priiKiipal of 
tho city <lay schools for deaf mutes. 

Tho church is a fine one, and is 
owned by tho Deaf and Diiml) As- 
sociation. It cost about *10,(K)0. 



The fiito was presented by a brother of 
the Duke of Westminister. In tho 
church is a lifo-sizo oil painting of 
Christ healing the dumb man, the 
work of T. Davidson, a deaf-mute, 
who also has a picture iit. the Uoyal 
Academy. 

Mr. S. Bright Lui^an, who is a dear- 
mute, and nephew of the faiiioiiH 
statesniiui. Sir .loliii Hiigiit, lias been 
very kind to ma Kiiioe my arrivnl here, 
and has invitctd us (Mr. Gamage and 
myself) to the dinner to lie given to 
delegates to tho Convcntioii, which 
takes place on Thursday next. 

Should .111 opportiiiiiiy otTer, I shall 

write again from Paris, to whicih 

placo we will go on Saturday next.
